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FUTURE AT RISK 
FOR MOTHERCARE

THE future of the Mothercare 
store at the Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre has been thrown 
into doubt. 

The shop, at the complex in Brier- 
ley Hill, was not on the list of 50 of 
the firm’s underperforming stores 
lined up for closure. 

But its fate and that of 300 Mothercare staff 
across the country was put up in the air after 
it emerged that a key plank of the retailer’s re¬ 
structuring plan was rejected by creditors. 

Mothercare said this week that rent reduc¬ 
tion proposals for Children’s World, a subsidi¬ 
ary that houses 21 of its stores, including that 
at intu Merry Hill, had been knocked back by 
landlords following a vote last week. 

The retailer is now considering “all options” 
for the unit, including shutting the outlets, 
which employ a total of 336 people. 

It came just days after Mothercare was given 
the green light to swing the axe on the 50 un¬ 
derperforming stores, including Early Learning 
Centre fascias, in a move that will see 800 jobs 
put at risk. Those to close include Walsall and 
Stafford where 30 jobs are affected. 

Landlords 

Those store closures will be carried out 
through a Company Voluntary Arrangement 
- a move which allows companies to close 
loss-making shops and secure rental discounts. 

On Friday, Mothercare said it had received 
the backing of creditors, including its landlords, 
to press ahead with the CVA. 

However, it did not, at the time indicate that 
plans for Children’s World had been rejected by 
73.3 per cent of creditors, including landlords. 
It had required 75 per cent of the vote. 

The store closure programme is part of a 
wide-ranging restructuring plan that will also 
see Mothercare bag a re-financing package 
worth up to £113.5 million. 

Mothercare chairman Clive Whiley said: 
“KPMG have confirmed the votes relating to 
Mothercare UK and Early Learning Centre 
CVA’s passed by a clear majority. However it 
is now clear that the CVA of Children’s World 
was not carried by creditors by a narrow mar¬ 
gin. This will neither unsettle the UK re¬ 
structuring and refinancing nor jeopardise our 
future transformation plans, which are already 
under way. 

“As a board we are now considering our next 
steps with respect to Children’s World.” 

Mothercare continues to trade as a going con¬ 
cern under the control of its directors. All other 
details as set out in announcement of 1 June 
2018 remain unchanged.

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nip calling for rethink on travellers' site

CAMPAIGNERS have lost their fight 
to stop a 40-pitch travellers’ site being 
built near their homes but have been 
thrown a lifeline by an MP who has 
asked the Government to call in the de¬ 
cision. 

In a 5-4 vote, Dudley Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee approved a three-year 
travellers’ site near Budden Road in 
Coseley. The proposal had sparked a 
1,000-name petition and a barrage of 
complaints. Residents and businesses 
are unhappy about having the site on 
their doorstep. 

Now Labour MP Pat McFadden, 


whose Wolverhampton South East con¬ 
stituency includes Coseley, has written 
to the Secretary of State for Housing, 
Communities and Local Government 
to request that the council’s decision is 
revisited. 

Protester Tony Sheldon, of the 
500-strong Coseley Focus Group, said: 
“We’re all completely gutted because of 
the effort we’ve put into this campaign. 
But this decision was made by a Con¬ 
servative-heavy committee and at least, 
with the Secretary of State involved, we 
stand a chance of being listened to.” 

Opponents of the scheme cited con¬ 


tamination of the ground, which they 
claim was the council’s own reason for 
refusing previous applications by sports 
clubs who wanted to set up there. 

Coseley councillor Sue Ridney said: 
“The last application was in 2011 and 
no work has been done since then, so 
the contamination still exists. Whatever 
you think of travellers, it’s wrong to put 
them on there.” 

The council argued that getting trav¬ 
ellers off unauthorised sites costs around 
£150,000 a year. The cost of setting up a 
transit site is estimated at £280,000, so 
would save taxpayers’ money. 


£30111 technology 
campus wins support 


A BID for a new £30 million 
college campus in Dud¬ 
ley has been given the go- 
ahead by the Department for 
Education. 

The creation of the Institute of 
Technology will help transform 
the town centre, bosses have 
said. 

Proposals led by Dudley College 
will see land redeveloped in Tipton 
Road, near the planned Very Light 
Rail Innovation Centre. 

Lowell Williams, the college’s chief 
executive officer and chair of the 
board of Dudley Academies Trust, 
said: “I believe the proposal to cre¬ 
ate an Institute of Technology at the 
heart of Dudley is an ambitious vision 
whose time has come. 

“I felt we had a very strong bid and 
I’m delighted we have been selected 
to take our proposal forward. 

“Developing a technically skilled 
workforce and providing an even 
wider range of career pathways for 
the people of Dudley is what this bid 
is all about. 

“The fact that other regional col¬ 
leges have been successful too is par¬ 
ticularly pleasing and it looks like 
further education colleges in the West 
Midlands are leading a renaissance in 
technical education. ” 

Innovation 

The bid was backed by other or¬ 
ganisations including The University 
of Wolverhampton, Thomas Dudley, 
Fulcro and Dudley NHS. 

Plans to establish the institute is 
part of the creation of an ‘innovation 
park’ in Dudley. 

It one of only a small group of ap¬ 
proved bidders across the country 
- and now needs final sign off by gov¬ 
ernment before building can begin.

Dudley North MP Ian Austin wel¬ 
comed the news, saying: “Further 
investment in Dudley and the wider 
region is always welcome. I’m back¬ 
ing this bid all the way. Well done 
Dudley College.” 

The campus will provide hi-tech 
facilities for advanced level skills 
training in technology, according 
to bosses. It will provide progress 
routes from Dudley College’s other 
skills training centres, Advance I and 
Advance II. The Innovation Park will 


bring together a number of initiatives 
‘that would cluster research and in¬ 
novation centres together including 
the Very Light Rail Innovation Cen¬ 
tre’. 

It will be built between the Black 
Country Living Museum and Dudley 
Zoo. 

The second stage of the process to 
secure the final go-ahead for the pro¬ 
ject will begin in July with Govern¬ 
ment backing expected by the end of 
the year. 


Other successful bids included pro¬ 
posals led by Solihull College and a 
joint bid from North Warwickshire 
and South Leicestershire Colleges. 

Meanwhile, Dudley College of 
Technology is among 52 schools and 
colleges to have been named among 
the first T-level providers. 

The T-levels are technical qual¬ 
ifications at A-level standard and 
have been described as the greatest 
shake-up of technical education for 
70 years.

A HOUSEBUILDER has given a £1,000 
donation to help a Halesowen-based 
dance troupe represent England in an 
international competition in Spain this 
summer. 

Jordon’s School of Dance was chosen 
by Persimmon Homes Central to become 
one of its Community Champions. 

The scheme invites local groups and 
charities to bid for a match-funded do¬ 
nation of up to £1,000. 

It is the third year that dancers with 
the troupe have represented England 
in the dance World Cup competition. 
This year they will fly out to compete 
in Sitges, near Barcelona, from June 22 
to 30, with school principals Donna and 
Joanne May. 

Donna said: “In the first year, in Jer¬ 
sey, we won one gold and several silver 
and bronzes. Last year, in Germany, we 
won three golds and several silver and 
bronzes, so we really have our sights set 
on more medals. 

“A total of 38 team members will 
compete in dances from solos, duets and 
trios to large groups. We have to raise a 
lot of money in order to compete - our 
costume bill alone is £15,000.

Paul McCartney joined in 1957, and 
George Harrison in 1958, and follow¬ 
ing the change of line-up the band 


later changed its name to The Beatles. 
Festival organiser Mark Moran said it 
had taken 18 months of painstaking 
work to get the original Quarrymen 
to perform at the festival, to be held 
in a field off St Kenelm’s Road in the 
village, from 12pm to 8.30pm. 

They will be taking part in a meet- 
and-greet sessions, and will answer 
questions from the audience, before 
going on to perform a 45-minute set.

Flats plan at former 
shops parade refused 


PLANS to transform a Dudley shop¬ 
ping parade into more than 30 flats 
have been refused by council plan¬ 
ners over a lack of affordable hous¬ 
ing. 

The application was to conver a build¬ 
ing on High Street, near St Thomas’s 
Church and the war memorial, into 33 
apartments. 

The scheme, which included car parking and 
an additional retail unit, proposed 10 two-bed- 
room flats, 20 one-bedroom flats and three stu¬ 
dio flats. 

The 1,000 sq ft site features shops on High 
Street, which would have formed part of a 
larger building backing onto King Street. The 
ground floor commercial space would have been 
remodelled allowing for three smaller commer¬ 
cial units instead of two larger existing units. 

Consent had already been granted for 33 
flats on the second floor - subject to conditions 
- but has yet to get off the ground. 

Parade 

Dudley Council’s chief officer for regener¬ 
ation and enterprise, Helen Martin, has now 
refused the application - as the development 
won’t provide enough affordable housing. 

The shopping parade had previously gone 
on the market for £1.5 million in a bid to kick- 
start the development. 

A decision notice states: “The application 
has failed to provide reasoned justification or 
a financial appraisal to justify that the provi¬ 
sion of affordable housing would render the 
scheme unviable. The applicant has not there¬ 
fore entered into a section 106 agreement for 
the provision of on-site affordable housing or a 
payment of an off-site commuted sum.” 

Former council regeneration boss Council¬ 
lor Khurshid Ahmed said: “It is disappointing 
that developers were not able to demonstrate 
or provide the amount of affordable housing. 

“The developers have not signed the appro¬ 
priate section 106 agreement to continue with 
the development, which would enhance the 
local area and provide more accommodation 
available for local people.”

Green light 
is given to 
Lye rubble 
recycle site 

A LARGE recycling depot will be 
built on the former Helix factory site 
in Lye after planning bosses gave the 
thumbs up to the scheme. 

The family-run facility will move 
to a different part of the the plot 
formerly occupied by the stationary 
giant, in Engine Lane, and is expected 
to create around 50 jobs. 

The company, which recycles ag¬ 
gregate material for the construction 
industry, currently operates from 
an unauthorised site in nearby Bott 
Lane. 

The applicant wrote to Dudley 
Council insisting it was ‘paramount 
for all concerned’ that the firm be al¬ 
lowed to remain. 

The current site, which has no 
planning permission, is the subject of 
a council enforcement notice. 

Principal planning officer Peter 
Reed said the company had been there 
for more than 12 months and there 
had been no accidents reported there 
or problems arising from its presence. 

Councillor Mohammed Hanif, who 
represents the area, said he had re¬ 
ceived several complaints from resi¬ 
dents about noise from the business 
and asked for six-monthly noise mon¬ 
itoring checks to be made. 

“It is good that this will generate 
some further employment which is 
desperately needed but I would like 
noise assessments to be made and 
kept on record,” he said. 

The depot, which will process 
40,000 tons of waste a year, has been 
given permission to operate from the 
site for three years. 


Man in 70s dies 
from heart attack 

A MAN died after suffering a cardiac 
arrest in Amblecote.

Unfortunately, shortly 
after arrival at the hospital it became 
apparent that nothing could be done 
to save him.”

Tlivo years in jail for 
hospital bomb hoax 


A DRUNK whose bomb hoax led to 
major disruption at a hospital has 
been jailed for two years. 

Norman Taylor told a horrified support 
worker on the second floor of Russells Hall 
Hospital in Dudley that he had explosives 
in the holdall he was carrying. 

The 43-year-old then pulled out a screwdriver 
and ran off with the bag as the building was put 
into lock down, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Taylor had already called police to say a bomb 
had been placed at the hospital, leaving his cor¬ 
rect name and phone 
number before going to 
Russells Hall himself on 
September 7 last year. 
He was on bail at the 
time. 

“Patients were 
moved, ambulances 
were redirected to other 
hospitals and police spe¬ 
cialist units were put 
on standby,” said Miss 
Laura Culley, prosecut¬ 
ing. Police rushed to the 
hospital and Taylor’s 
home but he had already left. “He had gone to 
the hospital where he encountered a support 
worker whom he told he had a bomb,” said Miss 
Culley. 

He was detained at the hospital by security 
staff. The defendant, who had turned to alcohol 
after a series of tragedies in his family, he was 
so drunk he had started to hallucinate, a psychi¬ 
atrist subsequently confirmed. 

Mr Lennart Poulsen, defending, said: “The 
bomb hoax was not a deliberately malicious act. 
It was the result of temporary psychosis result¬ 
ing from heavy intoxication. But he takes full 
responsibility.” 

Taylor, of Spiral Close, Halesowen, admitted 
possession of four imitation firearms and two 
charges of making a malicious communications. 

Judge James Burbidge QC said:“You knew 
you had a problem with alcohol and should 
have addressed it but allowed it to take over 
your life.”

Compost 
heap not 
my idea of 
fine dining 

JAPANESE knotweed, what do you know 
about it? Or dandelions, or nettles? Now 
I thought the answer was pretty obvious. 
Nuke it with the most powerful weedkiller 
you can find. 

But, according to television gardener 
Alys Fowler, that is completely wrong. 
Not only does the former Gardener’s 
World presenter have a rather strange 
name, but it seems she also has a rath¬ 
er strange idea about what to do about 
garden weeds. Last week she told the 
Hay Literary Festival that instead of killing 
them, we should try eating them. 

Yum, yum. Now look, I’m the first to 
admit to being a dreadful gardener. Every 
year, I spend a fortune on plants that wilt 
after a couple of weeks. Only last month I 
replied to an advert in a national newspa¬ 
per featuring pictures of glorious blooms, 
offering “two beautiful hanging baskets” 
for £20. And then they arrived - just two 
plastic bowls and a bit of chain. No flow¬ 
ers like in the pictures, just two plastic 
bowls for 20 quid. So I’m gullible as well. 

But while I know nothing about garden¬ 
ing - or gastronomy for that matter - it 
still seems difficult to comprehend that 
tucking into the compost heap represents 
the future of fine dining. 

Nevertheless, Richard Bainbridge, one 
of those avant-garde chefs loved by the 
food critics in The Guardian, says he 
spent Wednesday last week rummaging 
around a car park in Norwich looking for 
ingredients. If that’s your thing, you will 
not only find knotweed on his menu, but 
a bit of chickweed garnish too. 

“I think it is lovely, it is like a light ver¬ 
sion of watercress,” he says. 

Simon Rogan, with two Michelin stars 
to his name, is another fan, although he 
prefers nettles and dock leaves. Nice. 

Then there is Tiffany Francis, who has 
gone so far as to write a recipe book on 
the subject. She just loves dandelions, 
using the heads to make biscuits and the 
leaves as salad. 

Now I probably ought to tread care¬ 
fully, because someone somewhere has 
probably decided that disparaging gar¬ 
den weeds is the next big ‘hate crime’. 
But while this sort of thing might go down 
a storm in the trendier parts of London, 
can you really see nettles from a car park 
in West Bromwich catching on around 
here? 

A few years ago, food critic Jay Rayner 
said there was nowhere good to eat out 
in the Black Country, because the people 
didn’t want to pay for good food. 

Well, no offence Jay, but I think I’ll stick 
with the steak.

VICTORIA Beckham was said to be “mortified” 
after mistaking Thandie Newton for Zoe Salda¬ 
na. I sympathise. As I admitted recently, in the 
blood-and-guts epic The Revenant, I had great 
difficulty telling Leonardo DiCaprio from the 
grizzly bear. The Misses Newton and Saldana? 
I’m sorry, I haven’t a clue. The problem is that 
there are simply so many celebrities today. I’ve 
just put down a newspaper supplement with a 
double-page spread of alleged showbiz stars. 
Didn’t recognise a single one of them. It seems 
those whose names are preceded by “reality 
star” are, in reality, not stars at all. 

IN October last year I wrote: “Harvey Wein¬ 
stein is . . . deliciously easy to hate. But as this 
affair deepens and the Hollywood swamp is 
drained, don’t be surprised if some of your fa¬ 
vourite stars turn out to be wading in the ooze.” 
But I never imagined Morgan Freeman would be 
in the frame and begging forgiveness. 

A READER suggests I might have gained 
more from Bishop Curry’s 14-minute sermon at 
the Royal Wedding if I had a greater attention 
span. Believe me, attention is not the issue. It’s 
all a question of whether or not you are a be¬ 
liever. If you believe there is a supernatural deity 
somewhere Up There who created the universe, 
loves every one of us and has prepared a place 
of eternal bliss in the afterlife, then sermons 
such as this must be wonderfully uplifting and 
faith-affirming. If, on the other hand, you believe 
there is no God, and that religion is a system 
designed to keep people in their place with the 
promise that if this life is awful, things will be

great when they’re dead, then you probably re¬ 
gard all God-botherers as at best deluded and 
at worst dangerous. I have heard many holy 
men banging on about the Love of God and 
the joys of Heaven but I’ve yet to meet one who 
wants to go there. 

IF nothing else, the arrival of the new Duch¬ 
ess of Sussex is a reminder that we’re not all 
known by our first names. Many of us, for rea¬ 
sons of family tradition, personal choice or the 
demands of showbiz, are known by a middle 
name. Thus, the Duchess is Rachel Meghan 
Markle in much the way that the US megastar is 
William Bradley Pitt, the former Beatle is James 
Paul McCartney and the “Rivers of Blood” MP 
was John Enoch Powell. 

A USEFUL thing about being known by your 
middle name is that you can use your first name 
on official documents. And that means that 
when an envelope arrives addressed to William 
Pitt or James McCartney, you know it’s not from 
a friend. 

YOU may get a glow of satisfaction about 
Russian oligarchs being called to account by 
UK authorities and made to explain how and 
when they acquired their riches. But remem¬ 


ber this. A quarter of all the income tax paid 
in Britain is paid by the richest one per cent of 
income-tax payers. While a moral crusade is 
heart-warming, dirty money is still money and it 
may be that the best way to fund the NHS is to 
look the other way. 

ACCORDING to the Sunday Times, rising 
ocean temperatures may soon make wetsuits 
obsolete in the seas around Britain. Excellent 
news. Unless you have a perfect body, the 
black-rubber wetsuit is the most unkind and 
unforgiving item of clothing. I saw a woman on 
Loch Lomond mounting her jetski. She was a 
large lass, clad in a wetsuit, straddling the sad¬ 
dle with her ample bum in the air and a jet of 
water shooting up between her legs. It was un¬ 
forgettable, and not in a good way, and yet from 
her satisfied smile, she obviously thought she 
looked like a Bond girl. 

I GAVE an example recently of the casual eff¬ 
ing and blinding directed at Tony Blair in online 
debates over everything from Syria to Brussels. 
I recall writing, after the 1997 General Election, 
that impossible as it seemed, this young and 
popular new Prime Minister would one day be 
the most hated man in England. But who could 
have imagined that 11 years after he resigned 
as PM, Blair would still be so energetically de¬ 
spised by so many who once adored him? Blair 
is desperate for what politicians calls ‘legacy’ 
but Iraq casts a shadow that will last the rest 
of his life.

FOLLOWING a forced leave of absence 
from my bicycle saddle (basically through 
laziness!) I am now fully back roaming the 
Black Country on two wheels - at least, 
to my place of work anyway.

Also there 
is no pressure to get out of the way with 
an occasional encroaching front bump¬ 
er belonging to frustrated drivers’ cars 
behind, and generally, it’s all pretty laid 
back. 

Of course, and it’s oft been said, sen¬ 
sible sharing of the public highway works 
both ways, and when Lycra-clad racing 
types ignore everything else on the road 
to make mad dashes around and in front 
of the more cumbersome engine-pow¬ 
ered vehicles, it is no surprise there are 
tensions.

I have come to realise that my bike sim¬ 
ply can’t go as fast as other bikes...it’s 
probably something to do with the gears/ 
chain/tyres etc - and nothing to do with 
the rider of course!

Trust help Romanian centre 


A PIECE of West Bromwich 
Albion football history will go 
under the hammer at an auc¬ 
tion in Dudley today (Thurs- 
day). 

The nine carat gold Football 
League winner’s medal awarded 
to Dudley-born footballer Joseph 
Smith for the 1919-20 season will 
be for sale at the auction being 
held at Aston’s saleroom in Bay- 
lies Hall, in Tower Street, Dudley. 
The jewellery, watches, coins and 
silver auction gets under way at 
10am. 

Smith, who was born in Netherton, 
played nearly 500 games in the Foot¬ 
ball League for the Baggies and Blues, 
most of which were in the First Di¬ 
vision. He also won two full caps for 
England during his long career. 

Debut 

He turned professional with Albion 
in May 1910, and made his debut four 
months later in a Division Two match 
against Bolton Wanderers. 

He was part of the Albion team that 
won promotion from the Second Di¬ 
vision in the 1910-11 season. During 
the First World War he made guest 
appearances for Everton and Notts 
County. 

He was selected for England for the 
first time in a 1-1 draw with Ireland 
in October 1919, making one further 
appearance for England in 1922. 

Smith contributed to the Baggies 
winning the First Division title in the 
1919-20 season and went on to play 
434 league matches for the club. In 
1926, by which time he was 36 years 
old, Smith joined Birmingham City 
and stayed with the club for three sea¬ 
sons, playing 50 games. 


A DUDLEY-based charity has raised 
more than £2,000 for new beds at a 
Romanian centre for people with se¬ 
vere learning difficulties.

THE 22-year-old show-off driver who came less than four years after he injured 


Victim Vikki Jones 


THE 22-year-old show-off driver who 
caused the death of a young Gornal mother 
had previously been convicted of injuring 
two schoolgirls by driving without due care 
and attention. 

Devastated members of Vikki Jones’ fam¬ 
ily were at Wolverhampton Crown Court to 
see killer driver Tyler Kendall jailed for six 
years last week for causing the 30-year-old’s 
death. 

“No parent should ever have to stand at 
the funeral of their child,” said her mother 
Jane Jones, who in a statement revealed 
that she had suffered a heart attack follow¬ 
ing her daughter’s death. 

Kendall’s dangerous driving in Gornal 


came less than four years after he injured 
two girls while behind the wheel of a car. 

Kendall had been fined £120 and handed 
five penalty points after leaving the girls 
with a fractured pelvis and ankle bone after 
driving without due care in 2014. 

Judge Michael Challinor told Kendall: 
“You completely failed to heed what most 
people would have regarded as a real 
wake-up call when you hit those children. 
That did not have any effect upon you.” 

Sergeant Alan Wood, from West Midlands 
Police, said: “A mother tragically lost her 
life as a result of this catastrophic collision 
and her family are still living with the con¬ 
sequences.”

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to prison for six years 


A ‘CALLOUS’ driver who 
killed a young mother when 
he ploughed into her car as 
he showed off has been jailed 
for six years. 

Tyler Kendall hit Vikki Jones’ 
car after turning Dudley into his 
‘make-believe race track’, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

The 22-year-old fled the crash and 
left Ms Jones to die after flouting 
30mph limits by reaching speeds of 
75mph. 

Party 

Kendall had been drinking at a party 
he and his brother held at their Lower 
Gornal home in Whitebeam Close, on 
September 22 last year, when he got 
into his BMW with two of his sibling’s 
friends at 10.30pm. 

His vehicle later smashed into Ms 
Jones’ Alfa Romeo as she turned right 
into Wood Road. Her then 11-year-old

daughter Talia, in the front seat, suf¬ 
fered a fractured arm. 

The impact forced the Alfa Romeo 
to spin, striking a Mercedes parked in 
the road, while the BMW ended up 40 


metres away after colliding with a Mit¬ 
subishi. Prosecutor Mr Robert Price 
said: “Ms Jones could not have made 
any provision for a car being driven at 
such speeds towards her. 

“No blame whatsoever can be attrib¬ 
uted to Ms Jones for the accident.” 

Kendall ran home, drinking ‘copi¬ 
ous’ amount of water and telling a par¬ 
ty-goer: “I can’t go back, I’m drunk.” 
He handed himself into police hours 
after the crash but no alcohol was de¬ 
tected in his blood. 

Kendall, who was given an eight- 
year driving ban, admitted causing 
death by dangerous driving, causing 
serious injury by dangerous driving 
and failing to stop after an accident. 

Judge Michael Challinor told the 
defendant he had been ‘showing off’, 
adding: “You deliberately drove at 
high speed around a make-believe race 
track. Your failure to stop showed a 
callous disregard for Vikki Jones and 
her daughter.”

WOLVES will revert to a 1950s-style classic 
old gold kit for their return to the Premier 
League next season - as Molineux under¬ 
goes a six-figure facelift. 

It is believed the new away kit will see the club’s 
traditional white make a comeback as Wolves and 
new kit providers Adidas go retro for the highly an¬ 
ticipated top-flight campaign. 


Preparations are well 
under way for Wolves’ first 
Premier League season for 
six years. Building work has 
been ongoing since the end 
of the season with scaffold¬ 
ing erected outside the sta¬ 
dium’s Billy Wright stand 
entrance. 

The club has to comply 
with Premier League regu¬ 
lations and is revamping its 
changing rooms, manager’s 
office, referee’s room and 
kit room, while a new press 
conference room is being 
installed and floodlights are 
being brightened to conform 
with Sky’s state-of-the-art 
HD replays. 

Demands 

Cables are being laid 
around the ground to meet 
Sky Sports’ broadcasting 
demands. Work has also 
started at the corner of the 
Sir Jack Hayward and Steve 
Bull stands in readiness for 
a £250,000 statue of legend¬ 
ary former owner Sir Jack 
being unveiled this month.

L ong before she was a chart¬ 
topping music legend, Carole 
King was an ordinary girl 
with an extraordinary talent. 
Beautiful, which features 
at Wolverhampton’s Grand 
Theatre from Tuesday to June 16, tells 
the inspiring true story of Carole’s 
remarkable rise to stardom. 

It shows her journey from being part of a hit song¬ 
writing team with her husband Gerry Goffin, to her 
relationship with fellow writers and best friends Cynthia 
Weil and Barry Mann, to becoming one of the most 
successful solo acts in popular music history. 

Along the way she wrote the soundtrack to a 
generation, including one of the best-selling albums of 
all time, Tapestry, and countless classics such as (You 
Make Me Feel Like) A Natural Woman, Take Good Care 
of My Baby, You’ve Got a Friend, So Far Away, It Might 
as Well Rain Until September, Up on the Roof, and The 
Locomotion. 

Beautiful - The Carole King Musical will roll into 
Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre this week and we caught 
up with leading lady Bronte Barbe to find out what it’s like 
to play the star. 

What are you most enjoying about playing Carole King 
in the UK tour of Beautiful: The Carole King Musical? 

The songs! The music is amazing; it’s just the best. I 
haven’t played a part like this in my career so far. I also 
love how everyone in the company on tour with us is so 
nice; it’s a big family feel, which is lovely. 

Have you always wanted to be on stage and had the 
performing bug? 

Yes absolutely I have. My mum’s always performed - 
she’s done a lot of amateur dramatics and my auntie is a 
singer so it was always in the family. I first started dancing 
when I was three in baby ballet, and I took dance lessons 
for years and years but I didn’t actually want to be a 
dancer. In fact I was always singing, and I think my mum 
told me that I would be in the park and singing The Little 
Mermaid to other kids on the swings! I also used to sing 
Titanic down the phone to my grandma and she used 
to cry, all that sort of thing! So yes, I’ve always wanted 
to perform really. I started doing drama at a young age 
and doing shows with my mum where I would play the 
child and things like that. There’s nothing else I’ve 
wanted to do really, I’ve been so firm and set 
on it. The first time I was on stage was when I 
played the littlest angel in the Nativity play at 
primary school, and I’ve loved it ever since, 

Were you familiar with Carole King’s 
work prior to joining the show? 

Yeah I was. I’ve had Tapestry for years 
actually. When I first got a record player 
I bought it because my Mum said, ‘you 
have to get this album it’s amazing’, but 
I didn’t realise until listening to it just how 
many songs that I already knew were 
actually written by Carole King. Then I 
saw the show in the West End and realised 
there are loads and loads of songs I was 
pleasantly surprised to know, but had no idea 
were written by her. So many of her songs 
have filtered into my head without me 
knowing through the TV or radio 
Was there something in 
particular that drew you 
to the role of Carole 
King, or do you 
identify with her at all? 

Totally, she is so 
determined, particularly 
as a woman starting 
out in the time she did, 
working in the industry 
she did. She knew what 
she wanted, so worked 
hard and went out and got

it, which makes her very inspirational. However, she is 
also a very relatable character I think. 

What is life on the road like? Is there 
one thing you absolutely couldn’t be 
without? 

My favourite thing in the world is 
Lush so every town or city we visit I 
find a Lush because it makes me feel 
very calm. Most of the time I try and 
\ tour with my little dog so that helps. 
Lots of little things like putting 
pictures up in my dressing room 
[ and having a certain type of tea 
f before the show help me to feel calm 
' and ready to perform. We aren’t in each 
venue for long but it’s nice to feel a little 
bit settled. 

Do you have any particular rituals for 
pre or post-show? 

I just drink tons and tons of water. I 
always have an interval orange 
as well like a football match. I 
^ always have one, as it’s so 
good for energy and no 
matter how I’m feeling 
I just feel great after 
an interval orange, it’s 
very helpful. 

Do you have a dream 
role that you’d love to 
take on? 

This is absolutely a 
dream role, being able 
to play Carole King every

night and sing her songs. I would also quite like to be 
in a period drama. I love to play inspiring women and 
there aren’t that many fully female-led shows out there so 
playing Carole King is wonderful.

Georgie finds herself in 
the firing line once again 


T he new series of military 
drama Our Girl began last 
week, but it seems that star 
Michelle Keegan is still getting over 
the events of the previous run. 

That’s when her on-screen fiancee 
Elvis Harte (Luke Pasquilano) was 
killed in an explosion, leaving her 
character Georgie Lane 
heartbroken. 

Keegan says that Georgie will 
continue to grieve for him 
throughout the series: “She’s had 
six months out for compassionate 
leave and is now throwing herself 
into work. She’s definitely not over 
Elvis at all and you’ll see throughout 
the episodes that his death has 
really affected her.” 

It’s also been a tough time for the 
actress. She says: “It was really, 
really strange. Luke and I started on 
the series at the same time together 
and it was so odd when he left. It 
was like a hole and I definitely 
missed him. 

“We literally started the next 
episode the day after Elvis died. 
Luke left on a Thursday and on a 


Friday we started to film episode 
five. It took a long time for me to 
adjust as all our storylines were 
always based around Georgie and 
Elvis and the ‘will they, won’t they’ 
situation.” 

At least the actress, who first 
found fame as feisty Tina on 
Coronation Street, can take some 
comfort in the fact that she wasn’t 
the only one affected by the 
storyline - Our Girl fans were also 
devastated by Elvis’s death. 

She says: “I was in Malaysia at the 
time and it was 6am when it aired in 
the UK. I looked at my phone and it 
had gone crazy. 

“What was great was that it hadn’t 
been released that Elvis was going 
to get killed so it was obviously a 
massive shock for the audience 
who follow the story. I just 
remember that all the women’s 
hearts on Twitter were broken that 
night.” 

However, in this second episode, 
Georgie may not get too much time 
to dwell on Elvis, as she meets 
undercover Special Forces 


operative, Bones (Oliver Rix) - and 
he doesn’t make the best first 
impression. 

Keegan explains: “They get 
off to a rocky start as Georgie sees 
him in Nigeria where he throws a 
child out of his way. But obviously 
goodie two shoes Georgie won’t 
stand for that and ends up 
confronting him.” 

She adds: “You soon see that he 
is the Head of Special Forces and 
has taken over Elvis’ role but he is 
totally different. He’s very angry all 
the time, very old school and isn’t 
emotionally led, he also hasn’t got a 
friendship with Captain James. 
However, you see him and 2 
Section build a relationship which is 
really exciting.” 

And there’s even more drama, as 
2-Section try to trade the detained 
son of a rebel leader for an 
imprisoned Nigerian military medic, 
unaware their captors are setting a 
trap. It leads to a tense stand-off, but 
will everyone make if out alive this 
time, or is Keegan going to have to 
deal with more early morning 
messages from fans?

New DB11 AMR takes rightful place 



By Jack Evans _ 

Aston Martin, responding to an increase in 
rival offerings has taken its DB11, boosted 
the output of that car’s V12 engine and 
produced this - the DB11 AMR. Power has 
been increased, handling sharpened and 
exhaust tuned to produce a car which is 
more in line with other grand tourers. 

Aston Martin has been keen to impress the 
fact that the DB11 AMR remains a true cross¬ 
country cruiser at heart, with new upgrades 
simply giving it better handling in the corners 
without diminishing the car’s comfort levels. 

There’s quite an extensive list of upgrades 
which have been made to the AMR over the 
regular DB11. The most significant is that 
power upgrade, now 30bhp more than the 
older car’s 600bhp. The standard DB11 was 
never lacking punch, but Aston Martin has 
responded to other, more powerful cars from 
rival manufacturers and thrown some extra 
horsepower into the AMR for good measure. 
Torque, however, remains the same at 700Nm. 

Excellent 

Aston Martin has also re-calibrated the eight- 
speed automatic transmission for faster shifts, 
while the chassis has also been re-worked 
to provide better cornering ability without 
reducing the car’s excellent comfort levels. 

Underneath the DB11 AMR’s long, flowing 
bonnet sits Aston’s glorious twin-turbocharged 
5.2-litre VI2 engine. It’s a masterpiece of 
engineering, and is a reminder of just how 
good these large-capacity units can be in a 
world where downsizing seems to be reigning 
supreme. It can power the AMR to 60mph in 
3.5 seconds, before pushing it to a top speed 
of 208mph. It’s a huge amount of performance, 
and endows this DB11 with a frankly ridiculous 
turn of pace - particularly for a car of this size. 

Of course, economy isn’t going to be a 
V12’s strong suit. Aston claims that it’ll return 
24.8mpg on the combined cycle, while 
emissions are relatively high at 265g/km when 
tested under the new NEDC cycle. 

One of main complaints for the old DB11 was 
it felt just a little too supple in the bends, and 
lacked the poise that we wanted from an Aston 
Martin. However, this criticism has been firmly 
rectified. The range of tweaks to the chassis 
now make the DB11 genuinely capable in the 
corners, with body roll expertly managed and 
the well-weighted steering adding to the overall 
experience. 

Then there’s the sheer performance of 


the thing. Press the throttle and there’s an 
almost undetectable pause while the turbos 
get going. From there, power is available in 
spades. The first three gears are practically 
unusable without threatening your licence, 
while the whole thing is accompanied by the 
now-enhanced howl of a V12 - one of the best 
sounds in the business. 

The regular DB11 was always an elegant 
thing to look at, and the AMR builds upon 
this. There a few distinct touches which help 
distinguish it from the regular car, such as dark 
headlight surrounds, smoked tail lamps and a 
gloss black roof. They’re subtle touches, we’ll 
admit, but they certainly do add to the car’s 
overall look in a positive way. 

If subtlety isn’t your thing, then Aston is 
offering the AMR in three versions of ‘Designer 
Specification’, as well as a limited-edition 
model which features a ‘Stirling Green’ and 
lime livery. It’s certainly not one for shrinking 


violets, but if it is up your street, be quick - it’s 
limited to just 100 units worldwide. 

The AMR’s interior feels exceptionally well 
made, with a variety of high-quality materials 
contributing to a cabin which is just what you’d 
except from a prestige GT car. The seats are 
supportive yet comfortable, while the leather 
and Alcantara sports steering wheel feels 
excellent, in terms of feel and shape. 

The central layout of the car remains 
unchanged over the DB11, and as such stays 
a little cluttered. The Mercedes-sourced 
infotainment screen isn’t too bad but lacks 
the sharpness or definition that we’ve come 
to expect, while the general button layout 
could do with simplifying. Though user- 
friendly enough, the overall feel of the central 
dashboard section is a little behind the times. 

Prices for the DB11 AMR start at £174,995, 
and first deliveries are expected in the coming 
weeks. Though that is an impressively large 


price tag, you’re getting an awful lot of 
engineering and prestige for the money. That 
VI2 is worth the cost on its own, offering up 
one of the very best soundtracks around, as 
well as colossal amount of performance. 

Prices for the regular DB11 start at around 
£160,000 and, while we can’t fault that car, we’d 
struggle to see why you wouldn’t just opt for 
this AMR version given its relative closeness 
in price. It’s a more capable car, and the way it 
drives is reason enough to pick it. 

The DB11 always felt so close to the 
complete package - and thanks to the tweaks 
added to the AMR, it now is. The way this car 
steers, along with the way it can transform 
from savage performance car one minute to 
luxurious grand tourer the next, is downright 
remarkable. Aston has said that the AMR is 
now the fastest model in its current series 
production range and, going off this test, it’s 
easily one of the best, too.

Armoured limos are so dreadfully flashy, 
aren’t they? Watch any world leader in 
their armoured transport and it’s likely to 
be something premium - the Mercedes 
S-Class is a favourite. 

But a blacked-out Mercedes is rather an 
obvious choice, so Skoda has identified a 
gap in the market for those who want their 
tank-like transport to be a bit more discreet. 
Enter the armoured Skoda Superb. 

On the outside, the Superb looks 
standard. It’s based on the estate, in a 
discreet grey and fitted with a pragmatic 
2.0-litre, 187bhp diesel engine. The 
sensible exterior belies the car’s 
capabilities, though. It’s been modified and 
reinforced to meet PAS 300 requirements 
for ballistic and blast protection and is 
totally bulletproof. 

Suspension and braking has been 
uprated to cope with the extra weight, 
while the car has reinforced run-flat tyres. 
Passengers ride within a safety cell, and 
there’s also an emergency lighting and 
siren system if you feel the need to part 
surrounding traffic. 

The interior remains virtually unchanged, 
but that’s no bad thing - the Superb is 
excellent.. 

The armoured Superb has been 
developed by Skoda in conjunction with a 
UK-based converter. It will be available to 
order from Skoda dealers, but you’ll need 
to dig deep - prices start from £118,688. 
Compare that with a Mercedes-Maybach 
S600 Guard, however, at £438,000, and 
things begin to look a bit more reasonable.

Ford's EcoSport gets update 
with plenty to appreciate

Ford’s EcoSport compact sports utility vehicle 
didn’t get the rave reviews hoped for when it was 
first launched in 2014. Critics didn’t like the interior 
materials, the design, the ride, the handling. In fact, 
bar the engines, there was very little they did like. 

Roll up the extensively revamped mid-life version 
with an even more comprehensive engine line-up plus 
improved ride, handling and looks which have just 
about manged to hold on to the distinctive features, 
saving it from being subsumed by the one-look-fits-all- 
SUV school of design. There is also the addition of 4WD 
version which should boost its appeal. 

The engine line-up still includes Ford’s excellent multi¬ 
award winning I.Olitre EcoBoost engine strutting its 
amazing stuff across the Ford range. With 125ps at its 
disposal it’ll travel from a standing start to 62mph in 12.7 
seconds and on to atop speed of lllmph. Clearly not a 
world beater but more than enough for a practical family 
vehicle and, with an average 54.3mpg, it’s not too hard 
on the wallet. A lOOps and 140ps unit are also available. 

Ford’s 1.5litre lOOps diesel engine combined with 
front-wheel drive is on the option list along with an all- 
new, six-speed manual gearbox. Joining the list is an 
all-new I.Slitre 125ps diesel EcoBlue engine which now 
adds Intelligent All Wheel Drive technology to the mix so 
no complaints there. 

The design has been perked up with more colour 
options, a redesigned front end, new headlight and fog

light housings, LED daytime running lights, a new-look 
rear bumper and rear taillight design. There are also 12 
exterior colours to choose from. 

Thankfully, the designers have not relinquished the 
quirky side-hinged rear door - albeit opening the wrong 
way for a right-hand-drive vehicle. Many do not like it 
but, to me, it adds character which can be enhanced 
by selecting the new ST-Line trim and going for a 
contrasting roof colour. 

Inside, the EcoSport is a comfortable place to be 
with soft touch surfaces, plenty of storage spaces, 
ergonomically designed seats, a high driving position, 
a user-friendly eight-inch touch screen and mercifully 
uncomplicated dash. Ford has added seven choices of 
ambient lighting so ‘occupants can match the ambience 
to their mood’. Not sure how that will pan out on the Ml 
on a Friday evening, but nice try. 

One slightly old-fashioned feature to smooth the 
furrowed brow - at least of anyone over 50 - is the 
inclusion of a CD player - a delight to those for whom 
streaming is a technological mystery. The height 
adjustable boot space is 334 litres, more than enough 
for a family shop or carefully selected holiday luggage. 

The addition of an ST-Line trim, which includes SYNC 
3, adding all the essential Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto connectivity gizmos, cruise control with adjustable 
speed limiter and a rear-view camera to save the unwary 
from those sneaky low walls and strategically placed 
boulders, is another plus for the new EcoSport. 

Visual exterior ST-Line cues include unique bumpers, 
side skirts, black roof rails, 17-inch alloys, ST-Line 
badging, contrasting roof and colour co-ordinated door 
mirror housings. Inside, there is a leather-trimmed 
flat-bottomed steering wheel plus partial leather seats 
featuring red stitching, ST-Line branded scuff plates and 
stainless-steel sports pedals. 

Prices start at £17,295 for the Zetec trim; £19,295 for 
the Titanium trim; and £20,095 for the ST-Line trim. 

On the road, the revised EcoSport is comfortable 
and composed thanks to the optimised suspension 
and adjusted steering parameters. The ST-Line adds 
sports suspension which firms up the ride but not 
uncomfortably so. Ford’s incredible I.Olitre EcoBoost 
engine eagerly responds to all demands made on it, 
well-matched as it is to the six-speed manual gearbox. 
An automatic transmission is also available. 

So, all in all, nothing to complain about and plenty to 
enjoy.

Kia joined Europe’s fastest-growing market at just the 
right time last year. The small (B-segment) SUV has 
quickly populated our roads and the very different 
looking Stonic is making its mark. 

This year Kia expects to sell between 8,000 and 10,000 
in the UK and so far looks to be on track. 

It was designed in Europe at the company’s Frankfurt 
design studios and was originally intended only for 
Europe and thoroughly tested on European roads which 
gave it a good start against others in the class. But it 
impressed Kia’s Korean home market that it’s going to 
be sold there as well. 

In the UK there is a five-model line-up based on 
grade 2 and First Edition trim levels. All versions 
offer an extensive package of connectivity features, 
including links to Android Auto and Apple CarPlay 
via pre-downloaded smartphone apps, while 
advanced electronic driver assistance systems such 
as autonomous emergency braking, lane departure 
warning and automatic switching between high and low 
headlight beams are available. 

It’s based on the Rio supermini and is slightly longer, 
taller and rides higher to give it an SUV stance. But it

doesn’t look like a Rio as it has a bespoke body and 
interior - and how I like the exterior and interior. As 
mentioned earlier, it looks very different and makes 
a pleasant change to many of the opposition in the 
sector. And my test car First Edition stood out even 
more thanks to its two-tone paintwork with the roof, wing 
mirror casings and rear spoiler picked out in black, lime 
green, red or orange, depending on the choice of main 
body colour, and there are colour accents in the interior 
on the seats and around the lower centre console and 
display screen areas. Mine had the lime green on the 
graphite and while at first it looked a little ‘in your face’ I 
really grew to like it. 

All versions have plenty of equipment, with an 
extensive range of active safety features and up-to-the- 
minute connectivity in First Edition versions. 

There is a 7.0-inch display with a DAB radio and MP3 
compatibility in grade 2, and in the First Edition this is 
upgraded to a 7.0-inch touchscreen navigation and 
infotainment system featuring Kia Connected Services 
with TomTom™. Android Auto™ and Apple CarPlay™ 
smartphone integration are standard across the range. 

All models have 17-inch alloy wheels, air conditioning, 
all-round electric windows with an automatic function on 
the driver’s side, roof rails, rear parking sensors, remote 
locking, electrically adjustable heated door mirrors, 
a 3.5-inch supervision cluster, Bluetooth with music 
streaming, automatic headlight control, bi-function 
projection headlamps and cornering lights and LED 
daytime running lights.and a whole lot more. 

The First Edition adds more including smart key entry 
system and engine start/stop button, automatic air 
conditioning, LED rear lights, privacy glass on the rear 
side windows and tailgate and heated front seats It is 
not the highest quality of trims (but then this car doesn’t 
cost enough to warrant that!) but is perfectly acceptable 
and good quality. Controls are not over complicated and 
everything is well laid out. 

Three engines are available, headed by Kia’s little 
jewel, the 1.0-litre T-GDi unit delivering 118bhp. 

This was my power in the test car and it is a little 
gem indeed. It took on a lengthy motorway run with no 
trouble with plenty of poke when needed and cruised 
along very nicely. Official figures show 56.5mpg with 
emissions of 115g/km. I managed around 52 but then 
I wasn’t driving in ‘laboratory’ conditions. There’s also 
a 1.4-litre multi-point injection (MPi) naturally aspirated 
98bhp petrol engine and the 108bhp 1.6-litre CRDi 
turbodiesel. 

Add the seven year/100,00 mile warranty and this car 
deserves a test.

Spluttering start but still 
on track after 90 years 


SPEEDWAY at Monmore Green has 
revved past the 90-year mark. The sta¬ 
dium first became home to speedway 
in May 1928 but got off to a spluttering 
start when one bike failed to start. 

A crowd flocked to see the the first big clash be¬ 
tween Englishman Ivor Creek and American Lloyd 
‘Sprouts’ Elder but the engine on Elder’s machine 
refused to fire. 

However, not one to let the crowd down, Elder bor¬ 
rowed Creek’s bike to put in some spectacular demon¬ 
stration laps. 

Wolverhampton got a taste for the roar of the en¬ 
gines and since then riders have clocked up countless 
laps of the Monmore track. And 90 years later fans 
turned out recently to mark 90 years of speedway in 
the city watching Wolves beat Poole 46-44. 

The first time a Wolverhampton team actually 
raced around the track was in July 1929 against War¬ 
rington and Wolverhampton-born Tommy Deadman, 
who was employed by the Sunbeam Factory and was 
the biggest star at the time. 

Merged 

Then, after two mediocre seasons and poor crowds, 
they closed for 20 years. 

It was revived again in 1951 but the Wasps, as they 
were then known, only won a miserable five meetings 
out of their 36 league encounters and finished at the 
bottom of the table. 

Down the road, Cradley Heathens lost £6,000 dur¬ 
ing the 1953 season and were at risk of folding but 
instead merged with the Wasps. The team was led 
by Brian Shepherd before he retired and then Harry 
Bastable but he switched to Birmingham so he could 
ride at a higher level. 

Racing stopped again at the stadium in 1954. There 
was another seven years of silence at Monmore until 
speedway was relaunched in 1961 with the new 
Wolves team in the second tier of British speedway. 
The team were Provincial League winners in 1963. 

But that same year devastation hit when the stands 
caught fire, resulting in the track’s closure and major 
renovation as a new stand was built.

In 1965, the Provincial League and the National 
League merged, putting Wolves into top-tier racing 
for the first time - and they have remained there ever 
since except for three years in the early 1980s. 

Many legends have raced around the track, from 
Ole Olsen to ‘Sudden’ Sam Ermolenko and Tai 
Woffinden. 

Olsen arrived at Monmore Green at the start of 
1970 and won the World Championship final in 1971 
and 1975 but the team did not finish any higher than 
seventh in the league during his time at the club. 
That was in 1973. 

In the same year, the club raced against Leicester 
and won the Midland Cup final. 

Olsen made 179 appearances and scored a total of 
2,248 points. In 1986, Wolves signed American Er¬ 
molenko who went on to become the club’s all-time 
leading scorer and won a world title in 1993. Chris 
Van Straaten took over the club and they climbed to 
third place in the British League in 1986. 

Tragedy has also struck the venue with the deaths 
of riders such as Gary Peterson during the 1975 Mid¬ 
land Cup final and severe injuries suffered by Swedish 
rider Fredrik Lindgren who suffered head, neck and 
back injuries in August, 2011. 

In 2001, they were sponsored for the first time by 
Parry’s International who back them to this day. 

The team have enjoyed their most successful period 
over recent years, becoming Elite League champions 
in 2002, 2009 and 2016.

MOVING THE PLAY TO WOLVERHAMPTON

So, just how do you move a play from York to Wolverhampton? Writer Amanda travelled to the city to research her new setting before 
rewriting parts of the play. The result is plenty of local references for audiences to listen out for, “It’s been a lot of fun to be in 
Wolverhampton and get my head and ear around the accent, to talk to people and find out what audiences want to see in the play 
and to reflect that on stage.” 

The result has seen Amanda breathe new life into the popular story, “it’s been really exciting to return to the script and look at the four 
characters and their journeys through the day and to reinvent them as people local to this theatre. Also, to put their concerns, their 
battles and problems in 2018. The play is really bang up to date and absolutely rooted in Wolverhampton.” 

With the script tweaked Director Jason made the commitment to bring the sound of the city to the stage, ‘We decided 
early on that we wanted to really represent Wolverhampton on stage, so a couple of the actresses are learning Black 
Country as we spake!” 

Jason also thinks the Grand Theatre’s commitment to using local community actors in the ensemble will give the play 
an authentic feel too, “The Grand is very keen to give opportunities to local actors and they add a real community feel 
to the action, as well as our principal cast there’ll be some real born and bred local voices on stage.” 

Set designer John has been tasked with one of his more unusual design briefs, to quite literally bring parts of 
Wolverhampton to life on stage! He says, “We did a lot of research before designing and building the set. We 
visited a working fish factory in Tipton where the play starts, and then Wolverhampton Racecourse which 
we’ve recreated almost brick for brick in some instances, anyone who’s ever had a cigarette behind the 
jockeys dressing room will even recognise the air conditioning units!” 


Ladies’ Day writer Amanda Whittington 
has reset the play in Wolverhampton. 
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After the unprecedented success of last year’s production of Brassed Off, Wolverhampton Grand 
Theatre is once again back in the producing saddle, bringing Amanda Whittington’s smash hit 
comedy LADIES’ DAY racing into Wolverhampton from 13 to 28 July. 

The ambitious creative team at the Grand has decided it’s not enough to bring local audiences 
to the Lichfield Street venue this year, they want to bring the whole city! 

Theatre staff have given the play’s story of four fish factory workers enjoying an eventful day at 
the races a Black Country makeover, moving the action from York to Wolverhampton Racecourse, 
making this a truly homegrown production. 

Meet the runners and riders turning one eventful day at the races into one great night out 
at the theatre... 


Last summer Adrian oversaw the Grand Theatre’s return to producing for the first time in almost forty 
years with a successful production of Brassed Off. Was it a hard decision to produce another show 
this year? 

“The reaction to Brassed Off was fantastic. We were extremely proud of what we achieved, the reviews 
were great, and most importantly our audiences told us how much they loved it. When you consider 
all of those things we had no hesitation in making the decision to produce again.” 

What made him choose Ladies’ Day for their second producing venture? 

“I’ve produced the play before and it was great fun and well received by everyone. It’s a brilliant play, full of laughs, a few tears, some great 
music, it’s a really entertaining night out. But we also wanted to make something that we could put a real ‘Made in Wolverhampton’ stamp on 
and Ladies’ Day fitted the bill perfectly, it’s got those real Black Country traits, down to earth characters and a brilliant sense of humour. 

We’re really looking forward to presenting this to our audience.”

“Pearl is the oldest of them all and she’s about to retire... when I first read the play I felt that Pearl was quite 
staid... a bit happy families and everything... but there’s a little secret there that puts a twinkle in her eye and 
all comes out slowly during Ladies’ Day.” 


Less of a secret is how enthusiastic Deena is about the play, “I knew I wanted to be a part of Ladies’ Day when I read the script, I thought 
“I love this!” I love the storylines and I love the character that I play, it’s not all fun, it’s very witty but quite emotional in lots of different ways. 
It’s heart rendering, it’s fun and it’s exciting, but it would be, it’s the races!’
